Our Scripture Lesson For June 2ttth, 
Review of Second CJuarter. 

Bid you -notica, whiiu we Went 
from lesion to lesson, that we 
were studying the life of Psnl ? 
And while studying Paul's his- 
tory we must become acquainted 
with the people with whom 
he dealt. Do you remember 
Apollos and how fervently he 
preached to the Jews, wbat good 
instructors he had when under 
Aqnila and Pnscilta ! * 

The spirit exhibited by Paul 
* when preaching in the syna- 
gogues is worthy ot imitation by 
onr discouraged evangelists, 
Paul's tenacity when engaged in 
his work is admirable. God 
wrought many miracles through 
Paul that were to soften the hard 
hearts of the Sphesians. Do you 
remember the great sacrifice 
they made after these miracles 
were performed T It is not nec- 
essary that we should have mira- 
cles to-day, for we are to be sav- 
f ed by faith ; and if we have faith 
it will be seen from onr works. 
At the elose ot this leason we 
learn Paul remained in Asia. 
Where did he send Timothens 
and Kraatue ? 

Why was Paul not sent to bap- 
tize ! la this our third lesson 
Panl proves it to be true wisdom 
to accept Christ, and he further 
teaches us that we, alone, are to 
glory in the Lord, and in onr 
fourth lesson we learn that we 
do not live for ourselves, but 
I that we must obey the divine 
law and that, to help the ignor- 
ant and weak by denying our- 
selves for their sakes. This is a 
most practical lesson and de- 
serves careful heeding. 

To win salvation we must have 
faith, and with faith comes hope, 
hut neither of these can help us 
if we lack charity. Paul gives 
ua a perfect definition for char- 
ity. In reviewing this lesson, it 
would be well to ascertain if we 
posseas this grace — charity. 
When we possess these three 
,/ graces we have all the Gospel re- 
quires of us, and with them and 
by the aid of Christ we become 
conquerors of the grave. 

Paul is still at Ephesus, bat is 
notions to hasten into Macedo- 
nia. This happened to be the 
time for fairs and festivals. Panl 
aaw the advantage he would have 
of preaching to a mixed people, 
who wonld repeat at home the 
doctrine they had heard. Here- 
in do wa see illustrated the old 
i advice to complete one thing 
rather than to let it unfinished 
and begin another.

1. We should give freely of 
what God gives to us. 

2. We should obey God as 
loving children. 

8, We are saved by faith in 
Christ 

4. God gives every needed 
bleating to hie people. 

5. God's power is over all.
